Helping out in the extension of tins cover planting 
is the recently announced order by Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
in which "total farm act cage" planted could be exceeded next year 
by crops which are not basic commodities.

The winter cover crops provision was included to help establish 


additional acreages of winter vetch, rye, barley, oats, forage sor- 
ghums or mixture of the above to prevent erosion over winter months. 


The purpose of the summer cover 


crop measure, of course, was to 
prevent erosion as well. But in this 
case, the seedings would have to 
be in the form of additional acre- 
ages of oats, barley, rye forage 
sorghums, annual legumes, bien- 
nial legumes or mixtures of the 
above. The green manure provis- 
ion calls for plantings of biennial 
sweet clover or red clover for 
green manure and for protection 
from erosion.

may do so safely. We have tho Impression that 
many other states, including Nebraska's neigh- 
bors, have done a better job in building ade- 
quate shoulders than we have. We hope the 
study leads to a change in the practices here 
in this state. 
While the problem is more 


aggravated when it comes to blacktop, there 
are stretches of asphalt where, if the stdte 
had the money, it could well embark upon a 
program of shoulder improvement. The "if" is 
a big one, however. 


Yet what Mr. Churchill said is the truth, and

What Mr. Eisenhower closes his eyes to and 


chooses to ignore is the rift within his own 
party on foreign policy. Despite his words, he 
must know that there is no unity there, no 
common ground. Here is the ironic situation. 
In Britain, the conservatives, led by Churcnill, 
seek to strengthen the ties of international 
relationships. In America the overwhelming 
bloc of conservatives 
are moving closer to 


isolationism.

Europe's Atomic Role 


It remained for Dr. Lawrence R. Hofstad, 


director of the division for reactor development 
for the U.S. Atomic Energy Commission, a 
scientist, not a diplomat, to break away from 
the hackneyed concepts of diplomacy and give 
to Europe a fresh and provocative picture of 
closer U.S.-Europeans relations. 


He did so in an address to the European 


Congress of Industrial Chemistry to which he 
was invited to discuss nuclear power. 


While America holds most cf the chips pres- 


ently in Western atomic development with 
Europe wondering what us position will be- 
come in that important field. Dr Hofstad gave 
his European colleagues reassuring words. 


Nuclear power can progress more rapidly 


in Europe, he said, because the scarcity and 
high cost of present fuels will make it im- 
mediately economically feasible. Atomic elec- 
tricity at 7 mills per kilowatt is not an alluring 
prospect in the United States where cheap 
abundant fuels and waterpower are presently 
producing for less. But 7 mill power in Europe 
would be cheap enough to unleash greatlv 
needed development. 


Dr. Hofstad n",v> encouraged the Europeans 


with the observati'in t^nt European research is 
more fitted to dwell in the infinite detail *,i 
atomic principles than America whose genius 
runs largely to nn^s production.

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Indonesia Uses 700,000 Troops In SeWo/n-ftea/</-0/ Jungle War 


...Terrorists Fought In Jungles 


By LARRY ALLEN 


J A K A R T A , Indonesia W) 


—Indonesia is using approximately 
100,000 troops to fight a war the 
world seldom hears about—against 
f a n a t i c a l 
Moslem terrorists 


throughout this new republic. 


The soldiers are fighting relent- 


lessly on the principal Indonesian 
islands against some 150,000 par- 
tisans of the extremist Daiul Is- 
lam 
o r g a n i z a t i o n , 
whose 


announced purpose is to establish 
the "Islamic republic of Indo- 
nesia." 


Reports reaching Jakarta daily 


tell of the killings of scores of 
villagers by Darul Islamites and 
clashes with Indonesian troops in 
guerrilla-type fighting in jungles 
and deep forests, reminiscent of 
Indochina and Malaya. The fight- 
ing occurs mainly in central and 
west Java, Noith Sumatra, South- 
east Borneo, and the southern and 
central sections of Celebes Island 


The 
majority 
of 
Indonesia s 


nearly 80 million inhabitants aie 
Moslems. More than a year ago 
Darul Islam accused the present 
Indonesian government of being a 
Communist-dominated regime rep- 
resenting the "Communist repub- 
lic of Indonesia" The terrorists, 
headed by self-styled 
President 


Kartosuwirjo, issued a ''declara- 
tion of war." Most of them were 
guerrilla fighters a g a i n s t the 
Dutch when Indonesia was the 
Dutch East Indies 


The government, which insists 


there aie no Reds in key positions, 
outlawed the Darul Islamite rebels 
and fought back 


The Communists have tried to 


horn in. Mass organizations of 
Red-controlled republican fighters 
met Saturday in Bandoeng, indus- 
tnal center 75 miles southeast of 
Jakarta, and demanded a national 
campaign to restore law and order. 
The government, looking ahead to 
next spring's general 
elections', 


turned down the suggestion that 
maintenance of order be entrusted 
to a private organization such as 
the Reds propose, insisting the 
army and police can handle the 
job. 


Darul Islam uses rifles, pistols 


grenades, and sometimes morlais 
in raids on army posts, towns, and 
villages. 
The 
terrorists 
have 


burned and plundered wide areas, 
paiticularly in centra) and west 
Java. Scores of villages and rub- 
ber, tea, and coffee plantations pay 
huge sums to Darul Islam for pro- 
tection, thereby helping fill the ter- 
rorists' coffers for their fight.

tanks, planes, and armoied cars 
where possible to smash big con- 
centrations of the terrorists. But 
most of the fighting must be done 
in 
the jungles and 
on forest- 


covered 
mountains.

Indonesians 
and 
smuggled 


American-made carbines. 


Aside from the organized terror- 


ist bands, thousands of renegades 
aie plundering rich sectors of the 
far-flung island republic.

Frankly, we are disappointed in Nebraska's showing Saturday. 
Losing to Kansas State two years in a row is a hard pill to 


swallow. 
We're not taking anything away from Bill Meek's football 


team, not at all. 
The Wildcats won, but we think the Huskers are 


a much better ball club than they proved Saturday—or they should be. 


With Nebraska trying to make a gridiron revival, we are not going 


io inmD on Coach Bill Glassford just because of the Kansas State 
loss, hard as it was to lake. Our job is to be fair to Glassford and 
fair to the fans. 


But we do have some observations about the Kansas State game 


and here they are for what they are worth: 


Fumbling—Glassford .cannot carry the football. 
The Huskers 


worked all week on handoffs' and pitchouts, yet in the ball game they 
couldn't find the handle. Earnest effort on the part of the coaches and 
the players can correct this trouble and we hope it is done quickly. 
You can expect fumbles on the Split-T, but a team must be able to 
bounce back and regain the initiative. 


Quarterbacklng—It looks to is that Don Enray is the most 


capable quarterback in the Husker camp. Hi/ f aking and ball handling, 
as well as his generalship have appeared outstanding for » sophomore. 


Substitution—Glassford is responsible for this phase of the game 


and we respect his right to act as he thinks best. But we felt Satur- 
day that he pulled a boner in jerking the second unit at the four- 
minute mark in the second quarter. True, the first team got to .the 
six, but then, after power plays had been working well, they tried a 
pitchout and became thoroughly disorganized. Nebraska got a field 
goal, but they might have gotten a touchdown. 


The second team was rolling good and when you get a team 


moving, why not stick with it until it stops? Nothing takes the fun 
out of football for a bunch of players more than to drive deep into 
scoring territory and then be jerked out so another bunch can try to 
score. 


Judging from the rash of obone calls we've been getting, the fans 


•were with the second team and that substitution for three points has 
caused a lot of ill feclinf. 


It the first team could have scored, the matter might have 


been passed over, but we would still have been disappointed because 
the No. 2 unit didn't get to try it.
